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Teachers  grade  research  experience  program 


Dormant  all  summer,  Alberta's  schools  are 
again  buzzing  with  activity  as  teachers  and 
students  retum  from  their  summer  holi- 
days. 

But  this  summer  was  not  quite  the  same 
for  schoolteachers  Maureen  Gibbons, 
Donald  Shaw  and  Thomas  Smyth.  They 
were  participants  in  the  Alberta  Research 
Council's  Teachers'  Research  Experience 
Program,  a  corporate  initiative  to  increase 
links  with  schools  and  develop  a  strong 
science  culture  in  the  province. 

"Having  gone  through  my  first  year  of 
managing  this  program,  I  can  see  how  Jan 
Boon  and  Mike  Prentice  (former  program 
coordinators)  have  always  been  such  en- 
thusiastic supporters  of  the  initiative," 
says  Dorothy  Hollands,  Director  of  Cor- 
porate Affairs. 

"We  have  a  wonderful  opportunity  here 
in  the  Alberta  Research  Council  to  show 
teachers,  and  through  them,  the  students, 
that  science  is  a  career  option." 

With  the  dedicated  support  of  the  de- 
partments involved,  the  three  teachers 
"went  to  school"  for  six-week  work  terms, 
to  gain  a  better  understanding  of  how  the 
day-to-day  profession  of  science  can  apply 
to  the  subjects  they  teach.  In  the  past,  16 
teachers  have  "graduated"  from  the  pro- 
gram, taking  with  them  new  knowledge 
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and  enthusiasm  for  the  sciences. 

"I  first  heard  about  the  Teachers'  Work 
Experience  Program  from  a  teacher  at  a 
Science  Council  Conference  in  Jasper," 
explains  Thomas  Smyth,  a  teacher  at  Paul 
Kane  High  School  in  St.  Albert.  "She  had 
participated  in  the  program  and  I  was  re- 
ally impressed  with  her  enthusiasm  for  it. 
So,  well  in  advance  of  this  summer,  I  con- 
tacted the  Research  Council  to  indicate  my 
interest  in  participating." 

Working  in  the  Biotechnology  Depart- 
ment with  researchers  Janet  Marowitch 
and  Twyla  Malcolm,  Thomas  learned  the 
techniques  of  analyzing  soil  samples  for 
the  presence  of  microorganisms. 

"We  studied  samples  from  a  PCP  (pen- 
tachlorophenol)-contaminated  site  in 
Cayley,  Alberta  to  isolate  organisms  in  the 


soil  which  were  capable  of  degrading  PCP. 
The  work  was  very  interesting  and  I  plan 
to  share  my  findings  with  my  fellow  staff 
and  students." 

Ironically,  for  someone  who  teaches 
and  appreciates  science,  Thomas  explains 
how  his  career  took  a  turn  after  years  of 
teaching  music  and  playing  the  trumpet 
professionally. 

"For  several  years  I  taught  music  and 
band.  Then,  in  1986, 1  had  the  opportunity 
to  retum  to  university  and  study  sciences 
for  one  year.  Since  returning  to  teaching  I 
have  left  the  field  of  music  and  now  teach 
science  full-time." 

At  the  Terrace  Plaza  office,  Donald 
Shaw,  an  industrial  arts  teacher  at  Spruce 
Grove  Composite  High  School,  worked  on 
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Thomas  Smyth  was  one  of  three  participants  in  this  year's  Teachers'  Research  Experi- 
ence Program.

Dr.  Bianchi  is  currently  in  St.  Johns,  New- 
foundland studying  with  Peter  Tremaine, 
former  Research  Council  staff  member 
and  now  head  of  the 
Chemistry  Depart- 
ment at  Memorial 
University.

A  scientist  with  the  Departmento  de 
Quimica  de  Reactores,  Comision  Nacional 
de  Energia  Atomica  (CNEA)  in  Buenos 
Aires,  Dr.  Bianchi  came  to  the  Research 
Council  to  study  the  physical  chemical 
properties  of  electrolytes  of  industrial  in- 
terest. The  project  was  a  joint  effort  be- 
tween Oil  Sands  and  Hydrocarbon  Recov- 
ery, CNEA  and  the  University  of  Alberta 
involving  calorimetric  studies  using  two 
types  of  calorimeters:  a  Picker  flow  system 
to  measure  heat  capacities  and  a  Calvet 
calorimeter  modified  to  do  mixing  flow 
experiments  under  pressure. 


The  Picker  was  used  to  study  phos- 
phates solutions  at  25  degrees  Celsius 
while  the  enthalpy  of  neutralization  of 
NaHS  was  measured  with  the  high  pres- 
sure system.  Phosphates  are  extensively 
used  as  additives  to  boiler  and  heat  ex- 
changers in  power  applications.  Sulfides  in 
aqueous  solutions  are  very  common  in  pet- 
rochemical v/aste  and  heavy  water  produc- 
tion. 

"My  department  in  CNEA  studies  the 
chemistry  of  reactors;  investigating  the 
corrosion  process,  the  transport  of  corro- 
sion products,  decontamination,  and  con- 
sulting about  any  chemical  problem  re- 
lated to  the  water  used  in  an  atomic  power 
plant,"  explains  Bianchi.  "This  basic  re- 
search in  the  physical  chemistry  of  indus- 
trial systems  improves  our  service  to  the 
power  plants. 

"During  my  stay  I  found  the  staff  very 
helpful  and  I  like  to  think  I  made  a  contri- 
bution in  retum.  I  feel  that  continuing  com- 
mitment to  basic  research  is  necessary  to 
improve  our  understanding  of  industrial 
processes  and  to  find  solutions  to  industrial 
problems.  I'm  glad  to  have  been  involved 
in  this  research  project,  which  brought  me 
the  opportunity  to  interact  with  the  Alberta 
Research  Council  and  the  University  of 
Alberta."  □

"I  found  GIS  very  interesting  and  I 
learned  a  great  deal  about  computers,  map- 
ping systems,  plotters  and  other  peripher- 
als. In  fact,  I  would  like  to  research  the 
possibility  of  purchasing  similar  equip- 
ment for  my  school  and  apply  what  I 
learned  to  the  industrial  arts." 

The  third  participant,  Maureen  Gib- 
bons, was  sponsored  by  the  Manufacturing 
Technologies  Department  and  worked 
with  Bill  Kay  in  the  Alberta  Waste  Materi- 
als Exchange. 

Maureen,  a  teacher  for  nine  years,  the 
last  two  in  Edmonton  at  Laurier  Heights 
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teaching  French  Immersion  Math-Science, 
relates  her  first  impression  of  the  program. 

"When  I  started  at  the  Research  Coun- 
cil, I  had  no  idea  of  what  a  research  scien- 
tist did  or  the  technological  processes  in- 
volved. The  tours  of  the  various  labs  and 
facilities  were  fascinating  and  demon- 
strated many  different  procedures." 

Maureen  plans  to  take  her  new  found 
knowledge  to  her  new  job  teaching  physics 
at  Edmonton's  Jasper  Place  Composite 
High  School. 

So,  how  did  the  teachers  grade  the 
Teachers'  Work  Experience  Program? 
Thomas:  "After  working  at  the  Research 
Council  I  really  appreciate  the  depth  of 
knowledge  each  staff  member  has.  I  also 
learned  that  my  students  may  not  realize 
the  number  of  career  opportunities  avail- 
able to  them  in  science.  I  can  only  recom- 
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mend  to  get  the  word  out  to  teachers 
sooner." 

Donald:  "The  program  was  an  extremely 
interesting  and  valuable  opportunity  for 
me.  I  also  think  I  have  a  better  understand- 
ing for  the  role  of  the  research  scientist  and 
a  revitalized  interest  in  technology  and 
areas  such  as  the  environment.  My  only 
suggestion  is  to  modify  the  program  to 
include  industrial  arts  teachers  because 
there  is  great  opportunity  to  study  new 
trends  in  manufacturing  and  production." 
Maureen:  "The  summer  was  very  educa- 
tional. I  will  be  able  to  take  back  to  class 
with  me  the  ability  to  explain  the  practical 
applications  of  the  theory  that  I  teach.  At 
least  if  I  can't  explain  these  to  my  students, 
then  I'll  know  where  to  come  for  the  an- 
swers." □

Alberta  Geological  Survey;  and  "Scientist 
for  a  Day"  certificates  courtesy  of  Infor- 
mation Systems. 

On  Sunday,  October  20,  the  Mill  Woods 
facility  will  open  to  the  public  during 
Super  Science  Sunday  from  1  to  4  p.m. 
The  public  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
view  the  science  and  technology  exhibi- 
tion in  the  west  atrium  as  well  as  visiting 
laboratories  in  the  building. 

The  Calgary  open  house  is  set  for 
Thursday,  October  24  from  1  to  6  p.m.  at 
the  Digital  Building  (3rd  Floor,  6815-8 
Street  N.E.). 

Invitations  will  be  sent  to  representa- 
tives from  local  business,  industry,  univer- 
sities and  colleges. 


The  theme  for  the  open  house  is  "Ap- 
plying Emerging  Technologies:  Solutions 
for  Business  and  Industry"  and  focus  will 
be  on  work  in  advanced  computing  and 
engineering  (artificial  intelligence,  learn- 
ing and  collaboration,  pattern  analysis  and 
machine  intelligence,  robotics  and  auto- 
mation), environmental  research  and  engi- 
neering (air  quality),  and  manufacturing 
technologies  (engineering  services). 

Visitors  will  see  demonstrations,  vid- 
eos, slide  shows,  and  displays  on  current 
business  and  industrial  applications. 

In  addition,  they  can  meet  researchers, 
past  and  present  clients,  and  senior  execu- 
tives of  the  Research  Council.
